Little F r e d d y Peters 
Killed by 


an Electric Car. 


"VVliile Attempting' to Cross Calhoun Street 


H e i.s Kun D o w n by a Belt Line Car. 


T H E SENTINEL is again called upon 
to chronicle one of those sad acci- 
dents over which it seems no human 
agency has control. Yesterday little 
Freddy Peters Avas happy and play- 
ful in the hey-day of his youth and 
today he lies a corpse, mangled al- 
most beyond recognition. 


At about 4 
Sunday eA'-ening 
people AA-alking along Calhoim street, • 
lietAA-een Berry and Wayne, were 
horrified to see a little boy attempt 
to cross the street in front of a 
north-boimd belt line car. 
In a 
second he was caught by the car, 
throAvn to the gromid and, before 
the motorman could turn the brake, 
the wheels had passed over the Mttle 
fellow's body. 
Al. Hubbard, who 
happened to be passing, rushed into 
the street and picked up the lad, 
carrying him into Mordhurst's drug 
store. He was unconscious, the lit- 
tle body being terribly mutilated by 
the death-dealing.wheels. 
Nobody 
at first recognized the boy, but many 
persons rushed to telephones and 
called for surgical aid. 
The first 
physician to arrive was Dr. Mer- 
man and so overcome was he by the 
sickening sight of the mutilated 
body that he almost fainted and had 
to be tissisted to the street. 
The 
patrol wagon was called to convey 
the boy to a hospital, but his condi- 
tion was such that before he could 
be carried to the wagon, his little 
soul h^d winged its flight to the 
great beyond. 


None of the hundrecfe crowded on 
the street where the accident oc- ^ 
curred recognized 
the 
lad, 
but 
finally a little playmate told that his 
name was Freddy Raab. 
An inves- 
tigation soon developed that he was 
a nephew of Mrs. Raab, the East 
Washington street milliner, and a 
, " 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frederick 
' 
Peters, of Wiebke street. 
The body . 
was taken to 
Peltier's 
morgue, 
where it was positively identified by 
the aunt. 
Little Freddy lived about 
thirty 
minutes 
suffering 
untold 
agony. 


The father has been having miich 
more than his share of trouble dur- 
ing the past few weeks. 
At present 
he is an inmate of the hospital suf- 
fering with broken arms received 
in a iimaway last Ti^ursday after- 
noon. 
About a month ago Mr. 
Peters was leading a bull along East 
Wayne street when 
the 
animal 
broke loose and gored a little girl to 
deiith. 
The mother is at her home 
on Wiebke street, and not being in 
the best of health the terrible catas- 
trophies, following so closely on the 
heels of each other, haA'e completely 
prostrated her. 


The belt line car which did the ter- ' 
rible work was No. 86, in charge of 
Conductoi- Seaton and 
Motorman 
BoAA-man. There are different stories 
a.s to just hoAV the aecident happen- 
ed, but the one received with the 
most credence is as folloAvs: Freddy 
attempted to cross the street in - 
front of the First National bank. 
A 
buggy Avas approaching and the lit- 
tle fellow, in attempting to get out 
of the AA^ay of the buggy, jumped in 
front of the car which he did not 
see approaching. 
The police officers 
have made a thorough investigation 
of the accident and have learned no 
eAndence that should cause the ar- 
rest of the motorman, who, it is 
claimed, 
could not possibly hiive 
prevented the terrible fatality. 


The remains of the lad were this 
morning taken to the home of 
his 
aimt and grandmother. No. 175 East 
Washington 
street, 
from 
whence 
the funeral will occur 
Wednesday 
aftei-noon at 3 o'clock. He was aged 
fiA^e years and four months.

THE German democratic club, of 
Indianapolis, had a stormy session 
Saturday night as a result of the 
introduction of a resolution calling 
for a continuation of the agitation 
of the silver question. Vigorous 
opposition was made to this propo- 
sition. It resulted in a protracted 
debate, in the course of which it was 
cont:ended that inasmuch as the 
next campaign will be one for mu- 
nicipal officers only, it would be 
manifestly absurd 
to inject the 
money question into a purely local 
contest. The discussion was kept 
up imtil a late hour, without result- 
ing in a definite conclusion. 


THE only vote that was cast for 
Palmer and Buckner in the precinct 
in which Da^nd Bennett Hill resides 
has been account<^d for without im- 
plicating that distinguished person. 
Another man claims the honor of 
havin;!i cast it. This only wider-s 
the field of conjectur(; conccvning 
Senator Hill becausc it now makes 
the question whether he voted for 
McEanley or Bryan an open one with 
no possibility of it being solved. 
For some unaccountable reason Sen- 
ator Hill does not care to have it 
known how he vot«d. It is now 
certain, however, that he did not 
vote for Palmer and Buckner. 


ALL dispat^ches coming direct from 
Cuba are under supervision of the 
Spanish authorities, and the wai 
has been in progress long enough to 
i-eveal the lack of reliability in re- 
ports furnished by Spaniards. On 
the other hand, all news brought by 
vessels to Florida and telegraphed 
thence is furnished by Cubiins, or b,> 
persons in sympathy with Cuba, and 
is likely (iolored alicoi'dingly. But 
there is in the United Stcites a per- 
son who ciin speak with knowkidge. 
Consul General Lee is able to -judge 
of the prospects of the patriot sol- 
diers, and when he suggests—and it 
understood that he does—the 


proffer of the good offices of the 
United States to brhig about a mo- 
dus vivendi for a sufficient time to 
enable negotiations to be conducted 
for securing tlie independence of the 
island by purchase, 
the United 
States guaranteeing payment cf the 
debt, his suggestion is worthy of 
consideration. 


THE purchase of the street rail- 
way lines of Middleto\N'n, Ohio, by 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Riiilroad company is likely to be 
the beginning of a revolution in 
suburban carrying service. It im- 
plies a purpose to employ electricity 
as a motive power in suburban 
traffic even on the • trunk lines, 
which, of cours(i, will justify a 
greater number of trains, more fre- 
quent stops and a higher rate of 
speed than is possible with steam 
power, while on the other hand it 
implies an experiment with electric- 
ity on heavier trains than it has 
been apjilied to hitherto. The pro- 
posed extension of the sj^'stem to 
other towns in the neighborhood of 
Cincinnati is of comparatively little 
importance. 
Tlie main thing in 
connection with the movement is 
that in the event of thè successful 
operation of the suburban service on 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton it will be extended to longer 
nms and other roads, and may ulti- 
mately succeed steam as a motive 
power for railroads altogether. 


THE increased area of tobacco cul- 
ture in Mexico is the logical conse- 
quence of several circumstances. In 
the first place, as Consul 
General 
Crittenden states in a recent 
report 
on the subject to the state depart- 
ment, the soil is suitable and the 
territory abvmdant, while the pres- 
ent conditions in Cuba are also con- 
tributory agents. The war, Avith its 
devastating effects on all industrial 
life, has interfered very 
seriously 
with the cultivation of the leading 
article of exi>ort and lias nearly 
wiped out the supply'" from that 
source. In view oî these' facts it is 
fortunate that the people of Mexico 
are turning their attention to this 
bi'anch of agi'iculture. It will not 
only result iii the increase of the 
commercial prosperity'- of the coun- 
try, but will prevent the enhance- 
ment of the price of what has come 
to be a necessary of life, and it 
ought to bring into closer relations 
the business interests of the United 
States and Mexico. Mr. Crittenden 
says that, necessarily, the industry 
in Mexico will be limited to the 
growing of the leaf ahd thé toanu- 
facture of the product ought to be 
secured for this country, thus af- 
fording mutual opportunities for 
profit in the business.

KING OSCAR OF SWEDEN. 


He Is » Tery Popular Potentate as MoA- 
arclis Go. 


Oscar II, king of Sweden and Norway, 
who will probably be the fifth and final ak-- 
bitrator in the settlement of the Venezue- 
lan question between Great Britain and 
the United States, is one of the most cul- 
tured and democratic uionarohs in all Eu- 
rope. 
He has other characteristics which 
make him a most interesting personage. 
As an arbitrator it is doubtful if a man 
more acceptable to both nations or one bet- 
ter fitted for the duties could have been 
found. 
Although the Scandinavian gov- 
ernment has played but a small part in 
international politics in recent years, the 
Influence of its king has been widely felt, 
for this is not the first time that he has 
been asked to act as referee in such dis- 
putes. 


King. Oscar's moderation, good judg- 
ment and his love of justice and fairness 
are universally acknowledged. In addition 
to these qualities of statesmanship he pos- 
sesses no little literary ability. 
Besides 
having collected, one of the best selected 
libraries to bo found in any European 
palace he has written several boolca him- 
self, one of which, a volume of poems 
which was submitted anonymously, wa« 
awarded first prize by the Swedish acadr 
emy. 
He is a good orator, too, and as an 
after dinner speaker has gained the repu- 
tation of being the Chauncey Depewof 
Sweden.

democratic manner. Needless to say King 
Oscar is a popular monarch at horneas 
well as aJ)road. 
He is fond of the sea and 
is a good sailor. 
He is a fine musician, 
something of a composer, and likes to go to 
the opera or theater. 


A NEGRO ARTIST. 


Edwin M. Bannister Has Achieved Fame 
With His Brash. 


Edwin M. Bannister is a signature fa- 
miliar to Boston art critics, for it has ap- 
peared on many delightfully 
painted 
sketches of the New England coast, as well 
as upon many canvases picturing Scrip- 
tural ideals, some of which hang In prom- 
inent Catholic churches in the eastern 
states. 
But few of the thousands who 
have admired the genius of his brush know 
much about the artist himself. 


An interesting personality is that of the 
aged New England artist, whose face is so 
unfamiliar and whose works have such a 
local fame. 
In appearance he looks like a 
full blooded negro, but he Is of French, 
Indian and African origin. Mr. Bannister 
was born about 63 years ago in St. An- 
drews, N. B., and spent his boyhood there. 
Before he was 10 years old he was noted 
throughout tJie village for his skill with 
the pencil, and, while he was apprenticed 
to a cobbler, it was generally believed that 
he would make a great artist some day. 
He did finally leave St. Andrews and came 
to the United States to study art. 


With bitter disappointment, he awakened 
to the fact that his brown skin made more 
of a difference in New England than it 
had in Now Brunswick, where he was the 
social equal of any youth. He did not give 
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EDVVIX M. B A N N I S T E R , 
up, though, and after liiany trials settled 
down in Boston to study under Dr. Rim- 
tner. 
In 1871 he finished his studies and 
went to Providence, of which city he has 
been a resident ever since. 
Ho became a 
regular contrib\itor to tho Boston Art 
club, and was cordially received by the 
members of the Providence Art league. 
His most notable picture was "Under 
the Oaks," which received the first gold 
medal at tho Philadelphia 
Centennial 
exposition in 1876. Since then Mr. Ban- 
nister has been industriously paintiug, 
exhibiting In Boston and Providence each 
year. 
Some years ago ho purchased a fine 
sailingyacht, and all his leisure hours have 
been spent in cruising. 


Mrs. Bannister is a woman who was a 
notable figure in New England during 
wartime, for it was she who started the 
movement of protest against giving the 
gallant colored regiment, the Fifty-fourth 
Massachusetts, smaller pay than that re- 
ceived by the white troops. 
She was 
known before her marriage as Mme. Car- 
teaux, and she is a desc^odanti of n notnd 
Narragansett chief. ^

The Prifjadlce Against Tinted Creams, 
Icings and Other Fanciful Foods. 


There exists in the minds of many 
sensible persona a prejudice against the 
coloring used in fanoiful foods, and in 
these days of artistic luncheons, when 
everything must match in color, it is 
quite a drawback to tho hostess to see 
her delicate dishes untouched and un- 
tasted, while sometimes a privileged 
friend will say: "No, thank you, ma 
chere. I don't propose being poisoned by 
eating dyed creams, gelatins and such 
things." Yet, as a writer iu Good 
Housekeeping 
remarks, 
these 
same 
finicky persons will eat a box of 
choice confections and devour first tho 
pink, violet or yellow French cream 
sweetmeats that are artificially colored. 
These same critics will likewise take 
arsenic, strychnine, muriatic acid and 
other poisons, pretBlibed in small doses 
by a physician, and swallow them with- 
out a qualm. But eat a cake with violet 
frosting or green ice cream? 
Neverl 
No, never! 


According to the authority quoted, 
tho colorings in these artistio food ma- 
terials are used in such homeopathic 
doses and infinitesimal quantities that, 
granted for the sake of argument they 
should rank with poisons, they could 
not possibly injure one. The coloring 
matter used for the frosting of one large 
cake could be put upon the point of a 
penknife. Tho strawberry ice cream 
made by first class caterers is not sim- 
ply colored with the fruit. Ob, no, my 
friends, you will remember that the in- 
side of nearly all strawberries is white 
and would uot provide enough coloring 
for a quantity of cream. So, to give it 
that 
delicate piuk that appeals so 
strongly to the artistic eye, a email quan- 
tity of blood red fruit coloring ia mixed 
with the cream. In fact, all confection- 
ers and caterers use the colorings that 
paany housewives view with horror. 


Small, round, extra fine cookies are 
nice for elegant refreshments if frosted 
with pink, yellow, green juad violet, or 
a large loaf cake—pound cake, for ex- 
ample—if cut iu cubes or oblong strips 
and frosted with these delicate tints, 
then carelessly piled on a plate, is par- 
ticularly pleasing. A delicious violet 
cyeam may be made of a rich vanilla, to 
which is added a little sherry and col- 
oreti with violet coloring. This should 
be frozen in a mold, turned out on a 
plate and studded with candied violets. 
Avoid getting the tints too deep, as the 
delicate shades are preferable. 


Macaroni Timhale. 
•tako a medium sized bowl or mold 
that will hold about 3 pints. Grease the 
inner surface with fresh butter. Take a 
package of macaroni and put it in boil- 
ing water about 35 minutes, breaking it 
no more than can be helped.

For ¡any soft 
wood, finish with a coat of vanish such 
aa any painter can supply, fiut if you 
have been more ambitious and made 
your desk or cabinet or what not of hard 
wood, you must uso beeswax and tur- 
pentine if you would have a really beau- 
tiful polish that will grow brighter as 
the years go by. Melt tho beeswax with 
a little turpentine, apply with a flannel 
rag, rub in with a soft brush—an old 
nailbrush is good--and finish the pol- 
ishing with old flannel. This gives a 
brilliant polish quite different from the 
shiuy surface of a varnished article.

A TEST CASE. 


A Civil Service Que.stioii to be 
Settled. 


C<>niinis!>iun WiU luvestigaU? Charges of 
PoUtical Assessments. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The civil 
service commission will have a test 
{;ase for prosecution in the courts to 
determine the extent to which the 
ciATil service la w is applicable in poli- 
tic;al assessment cases. There were 
many complaints of illegal assess- 
ments during and .proceeding the 
recent Cinni)aign and various cases 
have been sent to the attorney gen- 
eral for such action as may be 
deemed expedient. 
Investigations 
showed thcit, as usiwl, some of the 
allegations of violations of the law 
could not be substantiated. 
The 
commission(>rs are 
now, casting 
about for a good case for a;'test and 
they will in a few 
one 


which they regard as likely t6 bring 
out, in a judicial decision, the best 
rcvsults to civil service reform. 


The cases present a variety of intri- 
cate qu(\stions as to the justification 
of the law and iuieff(n-t willbo made 
to hav(^ them judicially constru(.>d. 
The main issue is as to whether so- 
licitation of funds for political pur- 
])oses by letter as contra-distin- 
gaislied from solicitation in person 
is a violation of the law.

NISHAPUR TURQÜOISE Mlf^ES 


Are 
L,.ir,jr Metlvocls by WUicli the Stones 
Got Out —Jewels That Fade. 


The famous turquoise mines of 
Nishapur, in northern Porsia, are 
believed to bo the only turquoise 
mines in the world which have been 
worked extensively or which have 
produced the turquoise of perfect 
shape and color. On approaching the 
mines from Nishapur, after entering 
the low hill.-i and gradually ascend- 
ing, one arrives fir.st at tho villages 
inhabited by the miner.s, which are 
ou undulating ground about 5,000 
feet abovo .sea level. 
After another 
gradual a.scent for about a mile by a 
verj' g(jpd road tho foot of a bill 
about l,O00 feet in height is reach- 
ed. All tho mines are on the south 
face of this hill, and from the first 
to tho last the distance as the crow 
flies is not more than half a mile. 
The Eeish mine, whi(!h is the only 
one worked on a large scale or with 
vigor, produces the greater part of 
the turquoises at present sent to 
market. It is near the top of one of 
tho higliesfe ridges, at an altitude of 
about 0,000 feet above sea level. The 
entrance is a hollowed out cave, 
about 12 yards across, with a vertical 
shaft some 5 yards in diameter. Two 
men were reclining at the mouth of 
this shaft with their backs against 
the wall of the cave, and turning 
with their bare feet a rickety wood- 
en wheel, which brought up the de- 
bris from below in a small sheepskin 
bag holding no more than a peek 
perhaps. 
This was received by a 
third man, who unhooked, emptied 
and reattached it 
The other two 
men removed their feet, and the bag 
went down with a run some 40 feet, 
where three other men were simi- 
larly engaged on a ledge in the shaft 
Tho mine itself is 80 or 90 feet from 
the surface. Tho miners first de- 
scend by means of a narrow diago- 
nal tunnel, and then scramble down 
the rough sides of the shaft. 


At the mouth of the cave, which 
is on the precipitous hillsid9, half a 
dozen men were seated close togeth- 
er on a ledge, breaking with small 
hammers the fragments of rock as 
they were brought up from below. 
When a turquoise was discovered, it 
was placed on one side in its rough 
state, incased in rock, and sent to 
Meshed. Unfortunately, though the 
mine is very productive and the 
turquoises of good shape, their color 
.soon goes. Since, the Abdur Eezai 
mine fell in it may be said that the 
stones of perfect shape and color are 
very rarely found. But» though real- 
ly good turquoises are rare, there ig 
abundaiice of imperfect and bad 
stou'es, which are eagerly bought, 
for-all theiorientiils prize them^ and 
the very poorest like to possess even' 
a green, and spotted one set m a tin 
ring. It is more than likely, howev- 
er, that the hill contains an abun- 
dance of good stones. Some of those 
now found look excellent at first, 
but the color in most cases soon 
fades, or a green tinge is developed, 
or si)ots appear on them. Some of 
theso white spots can only be detect- 
ed at first with a glass and then as 
mere speck, but in time they may 
expand and spread right aoross the 
stoiie. 
T^e coloi" of most.faded tur- 
quoises ciin be temporarily, revived 
by dampness. 
In Meshed no ono 
would dream of buying a turquoise 
of good color without jiosHcssing it 
first for Goinedays, for it is the most 
treacherous of precious stcnos. The 
turquoises, as soon as they are cut 
in Meshed, are nearly all sold at once 
for export,-and their price in the 
town rises at least 1,000 iier cent. 
Some years ago one could obtain in 
Meshed good turquoises of perfect 
shane. fine color, fair size and with- 
out a flaw for a few shillings each. 
Turquoises are at present far cheap- 
er at Tifi is and Constantinople than 
it Meshed, and at those towns one 
might perhaps find some of good 
color which have been ita stock for 
years.—London Times.'
